Bullet  Train  to  Shoot 
Past  Hill  Station 

Editor: 

I commute  daily  by  Caltrain  to 
Stanford  where  I work. 

I learned  recently  that  Caltrain  will  be 
starting  a fast  “bullet”  train  that  will  go 
from  King  Street  to  Millbrae  in  18 
minutes,  Hillsdale  in  24  minutes,  Palo 
Alto  35  minutes  and  Mountain  View  in 
43  minutes  and  to  San  Jose  in  57 
minutes. 

You  could  cut  your  daily  roundtrip  by 
8 minutes  if  you  work  in  Millbrae,  by  20 
minutes  if  you  work  in  Hillsdale,  by  54 
minutes  if  you  work  in  Palo  Alto  and  by  1 
hour  and  20  minutes  if  you  work  in  San 
Jose. 

However,  Caltrain’s  “bullet  train”  does 
not  plan  to  stop  at  the  22nd  street  station. 
One  of  the  reasons  is  that  they  want  to 
discourage  riders  from  22nd  street  station. 
The  22nd  street  stop,  in  their  view,  has 
too  much  parking  and  encourages  people 
to  drive  to  the  22nd  street  station,  park 
and  then  pick  up  the  Caltrain.  Caltrain 
would  rather  people  take  Muni  to  pick  up 
the  Caltrain  from  King  Street. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  no  efficient 
Muni  lines  connecting  many  areas  of  our 
neighborhood  to  King  Street,  the  nearest 
bullet  train  stop. 

Unless  we  act  now,  the  22nd  street 
station  and  more  importantly,  our 
neighfjorhood^will  become  increasingly 
irrelevant  as  it  is  bypassed  by  the  new 
train.  With  its  decayed  wooden  stairs, 
unpaved  rubble  platform  and  poor 
signage,  this  is  already  one  of  the  most 
neglected  Caltrain  stations.

Counterintuitive 
Power  Plant  Plan 

Editor: 

Mirant  Corp.  has  suspended  plans  to 
build  a new  facility  on  Potrero  Hill.  This 
is  welcome  news.  Now  San  Francisco  city 
officials  are  taking  up  the  baton  with  plans 
to  build  power  plants  of  their  own  on  the 
same  site.  This  is  not  welcome  news. 

The  reasons  for  not  building  a plant 
there  and  for  closing  the  Hunters  Point 
Plant  have  been  much  discussed.  They  are 
compelling  and  obvious  to  all  of  us  living 
in  and  around  Potrero  Hill:  pollution  lev- 
els resulting  ifi  abnormally  high  asthma, 
and  possibly,  cancer  rates  in  nearby  neigh- 
borhoods, etc. 

What  about  the  reasons  in  support  of 
plants  in  our  neighborhood? 

The  Central  Waterfront,  as  well  as 
Hunters  Point  farther  to  the  south,  is 
poised  for  development  to  address  San 
Franciscos  desperate  need  for  housing  and 
related  commercial  services.  It  is  counter- 
intuitive to  locate  power  plants  right 
where  the  city,  developers,  and  the  com- 
munity intend  to  create  a new  neighbor- 
hood. It  is  especially  counterintuitive  since 
other  potential  sites  exist  farther  to  the 
south,  most  notably  at  SFO,  as  Ed 
Smeloff  noted  in  the  September  meeting 
at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House. 

Good  development  needs  to  be  in- 
spired, good  planning,  better  yet  - vision- 
ary planning.  The  Third  Street  Light  Rail 
is  a work  of  visionary  planning  with  the 
potential  to  bring  a positive  transforma- 
tion to  the  previously  under-served  neigh- 


borhoods along  its  route.  The  Embarca- 
dero  Esplanade  extension  to  McCovey 
Cove  is  another  piece  of  visionary  plan- 
ning that  has  returned  an  important  part 
of  the  waterfront  to  the  public.  Likewise, 
the  Mission  Bay  development  is  a work  of 
visionary  planning,  contributing  jobs  and 
housing,  as  well  as  knitting  together  a new 
piece  of  the  city  with  a generous  allotment 
of  outdoor  public  space.  The  waterfront 
edge  from  McCovey  Cove  all  the  way 
south  to  Hunters  Point  should  be  thought 
of  in  concert  with  these  events.  The  water- 
front edge,  and  the  Third  Street  Light  Rail 
bracket  a section  of  die  city  that  should  be 
developed  to  serve  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  a premier  example  of  smart  growth. 
Plunking  down  power  plants  in  the  middle 
is  counterintuitive.  It  is  short-term  thinking, 
not  long-range  vision.

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Energy  Bill  Looks 
Backward,  Not  Forward

The  American  people  deserve  an 
energy  policy  chat  is  worthy  of  the  21st 
century,  not  one  mired  in  the  policies  of 
the  past.  But  the  energy  bill  passed  by  the 
House  last  month  looked  backward,  not 
forward.  Meanwhile,  it  did  not  provide 
the  sound  energy  policy  we  need. 

Republicans  met  behind  closed  doors 
to  write  the  bill,  shutting  out  House 
Democrats  and  the  130  million 
Americans  we  represent,  while  special 
interests  had  special  access. 

The  energy  bill  was  almost  1,200 
pages  long,  but  Democrats  were  not 
allowed  to  see  the  text  until  three  days 
before  we  had  to  vote  on  the  most 
comprehensive  overhaul  of  energy  policy 
in  more  than  a decade.  Once  Democrats 
saw  the  bill,  we  knew  why  Republicans 
wanted  to  hide  it.  It  was  loaded  to  the 
brim  with  special  interest  giveaways,  and 
it  put  the  special  interests  before  the 
public  interest. 

There  are  a few  table  scraps  thrown 
toward  clean  energy'  resources  and 
technologies,  but  for  the  most  part,  the 
bill  allows  big  energy  companies  to  feast 
on  a buffet  of  new  tax  breaks.  It  will  cost 
Americans  more  than  $142  billion  dollars 
over  10  years,  mostly  in  handouts  to 
companies  that  are  already  doing  well. 

As  the  Cato  Institute  and  Sierra  Club 
said,  on  a rare  matter  of  agreement,  this 
bill  is  “three  parts  corporate  welfare  and 
one  part  cynical  politics.” 

This  bill  does  not  reduce  our 
dependence  on  foreign  oil.  It  makes  it 
harder  ro  increase  fuel  efficiency 
standards.  It  does  not  adequately  invest  in 
new  technologies  or  promote  energy 
efficiency.  It  does  not  protect  average 
Americans  from  price-gouging  and  fraud. 
And  it  throws  environmental  concerns 
overboard. 

Among  its  environmentally 
damaging  provisions  are  the  following:

In  a significant  victory  for  local 
activists,  Mirant  Corp.  has  suspended  its 
controversial  plan  to  build  a new  super- 
sized power  plant  on  the  Potrero  water- 
front, but  now  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  is  nego- 
tiating to  install  a series  of  four  smaller 
power  generating  units  at  the  same  site. 

Mirant  informed  the  California 
Energy  Commission  (CEC)  on  Nov.  10 
that  it  was  giving  up  plans  for  a new  540- 
megawatt  facility  near  its  existing  360- 
megawatt  Potrero  Power  Plant  at  Pier  72. 
The  Atlanta-based  company  purchased  the 
Potrero  plant  from  PG&E  in  1999.  Within 
a year  it  announced  plans  to  expand  the 
facility,  which  is  already  the  single  worst 
stationery  source  of  air  pollution  in  San 
Francisco.  Mirant  has  since  been  sued  by 
the  state  for  allegedly  manipulating  energy 
prices  in  2000  and  200 1 , and  the  company 
faced  widespread  opposition  locally. 

Rocked  by  a soft  energy  market  and  a 
series  of  bad  business  decisions,  Mirant 
filed  for  bankruptcy  in  July  and  is  now 
lore  than  $1 1 billion  in  debt.  Analysts 
ave  speculated  that  the  firm  could  not 
:ord  the  $500  million  cost  of  building  a 
ew  plant. 

The  SFPUC  is  now  negotiating  to 
buy  property  from  Mirant  to  site  four 
natural-gas  fired  combustion  turbine 
power  plants  (called  CTs)  that  it  acquired 
from  the  state  last  year.  According  to 
recent  projections  by  the  California  Inde- 
pendent System  Operator  (CAL  ISO),  siting 


the  four  units  in  San  Francisco  would 
enable  closure  of  PGficE’s  heavily  pollut- 
ing Hunters  Point  Power  Plant,  but  it 
would  not  allow  retirement  of  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant.  The  new  city  units  would 
produce  a combined  total  of  about  1 85 
megawatts  — and  an  estimated  37  tons  of 
new  air  pollution  emissions  annually. 

Some  environmental  activists  and 
local  residents  have  complained  that  it 
would  be  an  unfair  burden  to  concentrate 
all  power  plant  pollution  at  Potrero. 

During  a series  of  public  workshops  this 
summer,  the  SFPUC  repeatedly  assured 
Southeast  side  residents  that  it  planned  to 
locate  at  least  one  combustion  turbine  unit 
downtown  as  a co-generation  facility,  and  no 
more  than  three  new  units  near  the  Potrero. 
However,  the  SFPUC  said  last  month  that  it 
ceased  negotiations  to  site  one  unit  at  the 
preferred  downtown  site  at  5 th  and  Jessie 
due  to  “financial  considerations.” 

Outgoing  Mayor  Willie  Brown  sent  a 
letter  to  Cal  ISO  president  Terry  Winter 
on  Nov.  12  underscoring  the  importance 
of  closing  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant, 
and  encouraging  ISO  to  work  with  the 
city  and  other  stakeholders  to  determine  a 
strategy  for  closing  the  existing  Potrero 
Plant.  “The  main  Potrero  power  plant  is 
now  38  years  old  and  is  neither  efficient 
nor  reliable,”  Browns  letter  said.  “Like  the 
Hunters  Point  plants,  it  needs  to  be 
retired  in  the  near  future." 

The  SFPUC  hoped  to  secure  a site  for 
the  CTs  by  this  month.  At  a Nov.  13

Our  city  will  be  facing  many  chal- 
lenges in  the  coming  months:  a new 
mayor,  and  the  risk  the  state  poses  in  the 
economic  uncertainty  of  the  car  tax. 

However,  we  will  survive  - San 
Franciscans  are  a hardy  lot! 

In  fact,  our  property  transfer  tax  is 
going  better  than  expected:  It  is  the  high- 
est it  has  been  in  five  years.  We  have  asked 
departments  to  responsibly  reduce  spend- 
ing. The  city  is  doing  its  part  to  balance 
our  budget.  The  real  risk  is  with  the  state. 

There  has  been  considerable  discus- 
sion recently  about  the  “car  tax,”  officially 
called  the  Motor  Vehicle  in  Lieu  fee 
(MVLF).The  city  should  have  received 
$192.4  million  in  MVLF  funds  this  year 
— $63. 5m  (City),  $49. lm  (County)  and 
$79.8  (Health  fid  Welfare  Realignment). 

However,  when  the  state  decided  to 
cut  the  tax  by  about  2/3  several  years  ago, 
San  Franciscos  direct  MVLF  receipts 


dropped  to  $62.5  million.  This  amount 
should  be  safe  from  whatever  happens. 

The  other  $129  m has  either  already  been 
lost  or  is  at  risk.  The  state  characterizes 
these  losses  as  “loans”  that  they  will  pay 
back  in  2006.  MLVF  loss  for  2003-04  to 
date  is  56  million. 

The  governor  has  repealed  the  tax  but 
no  new  source  of  revenue  has  been  found 
to  replace  the  MVLF  funding.  Should  no 
new  source  be  made  available  to  us,  the 
additional  loss  would  be  $73.9  m. 

I am  working  along  with  Sup.  Fiona 
Ma  on  a revenue  panel.  This  group  is  con- 
sidering options  for  changes  to  the  city's 
business  tax  structure  in  order  to  encour- 
age job  growth  and  therefore  increase  rev- 
enue.

AND  SPEAKING  OF  COMPUTERS 
People  ask  us  about  using  the  Internet;  we 
get  questions  such  as,  “How  do  1 use  the 
Internet?"  or  “How  do  I do  e-mail?” 

While  our  branch  staff  can  give  brief  on- 
ramp  computer  assistance  in  getting  on  to 
the  Internet,  the  Main  Library  (located  at 
100  Larkin  Street  at  Grove  in  Civic  Cen- 
ter) offers  free  classes  that  cover  various 
aspects  of  the  Internet,  ranging  from  us- 
ing the  library’s  online  catalog  and  data- 
bases to  using  the  Internet  for  subject 
searches  or  e-mail.  Classes  are  conducted 
at  the  Main  Library,  usually  run  for  one 
or  more  hours,  are  either  hands-on  train- 
ing or  lecture  style,  and  generally  are  avail- 
able on  a first-come,  first-served  basis.

Also  at  the  library  are  unbound  back 
issues  from  2001  to  the  present.  All  these  materials 
are  available  for  use  at  the  library. 


SEVENTH  ANNUAL  BALLET  TREAT  FOR  KIDS 

Marian  Lucchesi  and  Aida  Anderson,  two  long-time  residents  of  the  Hill,  have  for  the 
past  seven  years  organized  attendance  at  a performance  of  the  San  Francisco  Ballet's  Nut- 
cracker Suite  for  some  100  low-income  children  aged  6 to  14.  They  persuaded  Hills 
Brothers  Coffee  to  sponsor  100  children  from  three  schools.  Hills  Brothers’  sponsorship 
continueid  even  after  they  moved  their  offices  from  the  Hill  to  the  waterfront.  Southern 
Pacific  Realty  (now  known  as  Catellus)  also  became  involved  as  sponsors,  and  the  San 
Francisco  Ballet  reduced  its  prices  from  $45  to  $12.  The  recruitment  of  children  has 
shifted  from  the  schools  to  the  Neighborhood  House. 

PARK  GETS  A FACELIFT 

McKinley  Square  at  20th  and  Vermont  got  a facelift  in  November  when  15  students 
from  the  Hill’s  International  Studies  Academy  joined  neighbors  to  clear  out  trash  and 
trim  shrubbery  from  the  park’s  west  slope.  Friends  of  McKinley  Square,  a neighborhood 
group  organized  by  park  neighbor  Joan  Anthony,  has  taken  on  the  task  of  rejuvenating 
the  125-year-old  facility.  The  group  plans  to  upgrade  the  play  equipment  for  children, 
provide  handicapped  and  stroller  access,  and  add  a fence  or  hedge  to  keep  children  away 
from  a steep  drop-off  on  the  western  edge  of  the^grassy  area.  The  Friends  have  applied  to 
the  city  for  community  development  funds  and  are  organizing  fundraising  activities. 

HILL’S  FREE  ANNUAL  THANKSGIVING  FEAST 

The  event  celebrated  its  fifth  anniversary  and  has  quadrupled  in  size  since  its  first  year, 
said  founder  Alison  Dance  of  the  Asimokopolous  Cafe,  where  the  dinner  was  originally 
held.  Dozens  of  volunteers  served  nearly  600  meals  on  Thanksgiving  Day  at  St.  Teresa’s 
Church  on  Connecticut  Street.  Organizers  of  the  dinner  ran  shuttle  service  to  and  from 
Hospitality  House  in  the  Tenderloin  and  the  train  station  at  Fourth  and  Townsend 
streets.  Many  neighbors  volunteered  to  cook  and  serve,  and  local  businesses  provided 
food  and  funds. 

MUSIC  AND  DANCE  SHOW  BY  NABE’S  SPECIAL  CLIENTS 
Dancer  Kim  Epifano  who  has,  for  the  past  two  years,  been  teaching  her  special  music 
and  dance  techniques  to  the  clients  at  the  Neighborhood  House’s  Social  Development 
Center,  will  offer  a performance  on  December  16.  A Hill  resident,  Epifano  works  with 
the  developmentally  disabled  adults  under  grants  from  the  California  Arts  Council  and 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

TEEN  JURIES  DELIBERATE  IN  YOUTH  COURT  SYSTEM 

The  1993-1994  session  of  the  San  Francisco  Youth  Court  opened  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Potrero  Branch  Library  with  the  start  of  the  school  year.  The  Youth  Court  is  a 
unique  program  in  which  teenagers  who  commit  misdemeanors  are  diverted  from  the 
juvenile  court  system  and  are  sentenced  instead  by  a jury  of  their  peers,  other  teenagers. 
The  citywide  program  has  received  national  attention  for  its  effectiveness  in  deterring 
youth  from  becoming  repeat  offenders.  During  last  month’s  sessiin,  three  defendants 
were  sentenced  by  a jury  of  1 1 teenagers  to  hours  of  community  service,  and  to  write 
letters  of  apology  to  the  victims  of  their  crimes  and  essays  about  the  effects  of  their  ac- 
tions. To  be  eligible  for  the  Youth  Court,  teenagers  must  be  first-time  offenders  and 
plead  guilty  to  their  crime.  In  exchange  for  their  guilty  pleas,  defendants  avoid  the  juve- 
nile court  system,  and  upon  completion  of  their  sentence  their  records  are  expunged. 

AND  TWENTY  YEARS  AGO  . . . Opposition  to  heliport  plan  grows  . . . Public  hous- 
ing tenants  win  the  removal  of  unsanitary  and  unsightly  dumpsters  scattered  through 
the  project  . . . Bruce  Franks  and  his  wife  Lisa  were  awakened  at  6 a.m.  by  cries  of  help 
from  their  upstairs  neighbor,  Luanne  Daly.  Bruce,  wielding  a baseball  bat,  greeted  the 
intruder  at  the  front  door,  and  was  joined  by  another  neighbor,  Bill  Coenstaedt.  Lisa 
called  the  police,  who  arrived  within  three  minutes  . . . Neighbors  recalled  the  days  of 
the  speakeasies  on  the  Hill  that  flourished  before  the  repeal  of  Prohibition  . . . Grading 
finally  began  on  the  Wisconsin  Street  housing  development  . . . The  Ruby  Rose  Hotel  at 
720  22nd  Street  advertised  rooms  with  community  kitchen  for  $240  a month.

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Density  Problems  Plague 
Showplace  Square  Proposals

Showplace  Square  (Bay  West  Show- 
place  Investors  LLC)  proposed  develop- 
ment just  grows  and  grows  in  size,  height 
and  speed.  Their  two  sites,  one  at  801 
Brannan  and  Eighth  streets  (the  Con- 
course) and  the  other  at  One  Henry 
Adams  and  Alameda  streets  are  currently 
receiving  an  Environmental  Impact  Re- 
port (EIR) 

The  801  Brannan  proposal  would 
demolish  the  Concourse  and  replace  it 
with  a 90-ft.-high  mixed-use  building  of 
890  residential  units,  five  25,  OOO-sq.-ft. 
design-related  production,  distribution 
and  repair  (PDR)  retail  spaces  with  900 
parking  spaces  and  100,400  sq.  ft.  of 
useable  open  (private/public?)  space  with 
a density  of  171  units  per  acre. 

The  One  Henry  Adams  Street  project 
would  demolish  the  entire  block  of  Divi- 
sion, Rhode  Island,  Henry  Adams  and 
Alameda  streets  to  construct  a 70-ft.-high 
mixed-use  building  with  221  residential 
units,  approximately  20,000  sq.ft.  PDR/ 
retail  with  267  parking  spaces  and  23,608 
sq.  ft.  useable  open  (private/public?)  space 
with  a density  of  134  units  per  acre. 

These  two  projects,  which  are  bigger, 
taller  and  denser  than  any  of  the  others 
proposed,  will  bring  the  number  of 
mixed-use  residential/retail  projects  in  the 
Showplace  Square  area  to  five:  675 
Townsend/Division  streets  (148  under 
construction);  601  King/Seventh  streets 
(250  approved  units),  450  Rhode  Island/ 
17th  streets  (168  units  with  market  ap- 
proved for  a total  of  1 ,677  units  proposed). 

Of  these,  601  King  Street,  801 
Brannan  and  One  Henry  Adams  Street  are 
denser  than  the  Golden  Gateway  project 
on  the  Embarcadero  (the  old  waterfront 
produce  market  area),  which  has  a density 
of  108  units  per  acre,  lots  of  open  space 
and  is  under  rent  control. 

Concurrently,  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment has  been  instructed  by  the  Planning 
* Commission  to  proceed  with  the  Environ- 
mental Review  for  the  “Community  Plan- 
ning in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods”  In- 
terim Policies  and  Interim  Controls  of 


which  Showplace  Square/Potrero  Hill  is  a 
part.  The  intent  is  to  act  on  these  policies 
and  controls  sometime  this  month. 

The  problem  here  is  that  the  heights 
and  densities  of  the  Community  Planning 
of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  for  this  area 
are  much  lower  than  those  proposed  by 
BayWest  Showplace  investors.  There  have 
been  a number  of  public  workshops  about 
the  proposals  for  this  area  in  which  Bay 
West  and  their  attorneys  and  the  commu- 
nity participated.  The  community  came  to 
a consensus  to  support  “Option  B"  with 
reservations:  Nothing  in  this  area  should 
have  a density  higher  than  that  of  the 
Golden  Gateway  Project.  San  Francisco 
housing  plans  need  to  be  honest,  realistic, 
fair  and  citywide. 

Many  members  of  the  community 
feel  that  something  stinks,  and  are  won- 
dering why  a “broke”  Dept,  of  City  Plan- 
ning is  doing  two  EIRS  on  the  same  area 
— one  for  Interim  Controls  and  another 
for  a “lets  make  a deal”  project  that 
doesn’t  meet  any  Planning  Code  and 
breaks  existing  and  proposed  planning 
agendas.  They  need  to  know  how  to  guar- 
antee community  benefits  of  infrastruc- 
ture, sewers,  underground  wiring,  public 
open  space,  and  transportation  — not  in 
the  future,  but  in  place  along  with  project 
development. 

Other  questions  troubling  the  com- 
munity include:  Whose  property  will  be 
taken  for  parks?  Bay  West,  in  their  “Vi- 
sion for  the  San  Francisco  Design  Dis- 
trict,” tags  others’  property,  not  theirs. 

What  about  the  undergrounding  of 
utilities? 

Where  is  the  financing  for  transporta- 
tion and  its  installation  timeline;  where  is 
the  affordable  housing  plan? 

What  is  the  justification  for  the  “spot 
zoning"  this  project  appears  to  represent?

about  to  emerge  on  our  hillside  and  I 
would  like  to  not  see  our  neighborhood 
compromised  by  big  business  concerns. 
Large,  new  office  buildings  like  the  one 
that  now  occupies  the  square  block  of 
1 6th  Street  to  Mariposa  do  not,  in  my 
humble  opinion  belong  on  Potrero  Hill. 
The  empty  multi-purpose  structure  as 
most  know,  has  been  vacant  since  its  con- 
struction, except  for  Starbucks  which  is 
now  its  only  tenant. 

Additionally,  the  adjacent  block  has 
been  an  ugly  eyesore  since  it  was  leveled 
several  years  ago  and  is  no  doubt  primed 
to  be  developed  into  something  poten- 
tially inappropriate  to  the  area  as  well 
(zoning  codes  aside). 

These  two  square  blocks  represent  a 
cancer  to  me.  A cancer  that  threatens  the 
character  and  quality  of  life  on  Potrero  Hill. 
Perhaps  I am  being  overdramatic,  but  Star- 
bucks  is  just  the  first  mutant  cell.  Believe 
me,  other  retail  conglomerates  will  be 
watching  the  success  of  that  store  very 
closely  as  their  litmus  test  for  whether  or  not 


they  too  should  establish  their  presence. 

Where  I’d  like  to  see  more  small,  in- 
dependently owned  businesses  with  indi- 
vidualism, integrity  and,  dare  I say,  roots 
in  our  community,  more  likely,  we  are 
bound  to  encounter  the  neon,  fluor^*-  0 
cence  and  omnipresence  of  WalgreeWs, 
Rite-Aid,  Quizno’s,  Taco  Bell,  T-Mobile  or 
any  number  of  branded  retailers  who  sell 
us  a ‘lifestyle’  and  then  subsequently 
‘down  the  river’  to  the  generic  face  that 
has  fast  become  modern  living. 

Potrero  Hill  as  it  stands  today,  has 
mostly  bucked  that  trend.  Judging  the  £- 
overwhelming  success  of  the  annual  ( A 
Potrero  Hill  ^istoryjjfights,  it  seems  ap\J_ 
parent  to  me  that  many  others  in  our 
community  share  my  sentiments  and  my 
desire  to  keep  our  hillside  the  distinct  oa- 
sis that  it  is  and  always  has  been.

He  will  meet  regularly  with  neighborhood 
leaders  and  sponsor  community  assem- 
blies to  bring  people  together  and  solve 
problems.  He  will  make  San  Francisco 
neighborhoods  cleaner,  greener,  and  more 
livable  for  all.

Gypsy  Snider  — Local  Girl 
Makes  GoodH  ^ 


Potrero  Hill  has  been  home  to  many 
famous  (and  infamous)  persons,  and  now 
added  to  the  illustrious  list  is  Gypsy 
Snider.  She  began  her  career  in  show 
business  at  the  age  of  four  with  San 
Franciscos  Pickle  Family  Circus. 

Today  she  is  with  a Canadian  “new 
circus"  company  in  a show  called  7 fingers , 
being  presented  by  Circus  Center  San 
Francisco,  which  will  begin  in  a 15- 
performance  engagement  at  the  Palace  of 
Fine  Arts  Theater  this  month. 

The  “seven  fingers,”  four  women  and 
three  men,  inhabit  an  imaginary  loft,  and 
find  amusement  in  objects  as  diverse  as 
apples  and  knives,  bathtubs  and  shoes, 
while  entertaining  each  other  with 
acrobatics,  juggling,  clowning,  aerial  acts, 
and  poetry  and  song. 

From  childhood  on,  Gypsy  mastered 
disciplines  of  clowning  and  juggling 
(taught  by  her  mother  Peggy,  and  Pickle 
clown  Larry  Pisoni),  and  then  furthered 
her  training  in  Switzerland  at  the  famous 
SculoaTeatro  Dimitri,  picking  up  other 
skills  as  well. 

Gypsy  moved  along  in  the  show 
business  world,  hiring  on  with  the  La 
Compania  Dimitri  troupe,  and  later  with 
the  German  restaurant-variety  show,  Pomp 
Duck  dr  Circumstance,  and  in  Cirque  du 
Soleil’s  Saltimbanco  in  Australia  and  Asia. 


She  returned  to  her  hometown  to 
appear  in  Teatro  Zinzanni,  but  soon 
found  a new  role:  that  of  mother  to 
daughter  Laska,  now  two.  Recently,  Gypsy 
has  turned  her  attention  to  directing  and 
teaching.  She  is  a recurring  teacher  at 
Circus  Center’s  Clown  Conservatory,  and 
also  for  Circus  Center  she  has  directed  the 
San  Francisco  Youth  Circus  productions 
of  Walk,  Don't  Walk,  and  Recess,  and  the 
critically  acclaimed  new  Pickle  Circus 
production  of  Circumstance. 

She  and  the  other  members  of  the 
new  troupe  decided  to  combine  their 
talents  and  creative  visions  to  form  a 
company  true  to  their  ideals.  They  united 
in  early  2002,  incorporating  themselves  as 
a not-for-profit  collective  in  April  of  that 
year.  They  are  known  internationally  as 
Les  7 doigts  de  la  main,  The  7 Fingers  of 
the  Hand,  a twist  on  the  French  idiom 
about  working  together  with  agility  and 
coordination.  The  phrase  conveys  both 
unity  and  individuality.

A perennial  Ohta  family  favorite.  Peggy,  an  original  member  of  The  Potrero  View 
staff,  leaves  a legacy  of  warm  memories  and  a great  recipe. 

Make  at  least  2 days  ahead.  Use  glass  jars  or  crocks  with  seals.  Makes  about  40  serv- 
ings. (Eggnog  will  keep  for  a month  or  more.) 

1 dozen  eggs  3 quarts  heavy  cream  (or  2 quarts  heavy 

2 cups  sugar  cream  plus  1 quart  half-and-half) 

1 pint  rum  Freshly  grated  nutmeg 

1 quart  brandy 

Separate  eggs  (make  sure  yellow  does  not  get  into  whites  or  they  will  not  become  stiff). 

Beat  egg  yolks  until  thick  and  light.  Gradually  add  sugar,  beating  constantly  until 
smooth.  Still  beating  and  starting  with  drops  gradually  add  rum  and  brandy  (eggs  will 
separate  if  you  add  too  much  at  once). 

Next,  gradually  fold  in  2-1/2  quarts  cream,  saving  1/2  quart  heavy  cream  to  whip.  Mix- 
ture should  be  velvety  smooth.  Whip  the  remaining  heavy  cream  and  fold  in  — should 
not  be  too  thick. 

Beat  egg  whites  until  stiff  and  fold  into  mixture. 

Put  in  containers,  sprinkle  freshly  grated  nutmeg  over  all,  and  seal  lids.  Store  in  refrig- 
erator or  in  a cool  place.  (Peggy  put  hers  on  the  back  porch.)  When  ready  to  serve,  stir 
well  and  sprinkle  each  serving  with  freshly  grated  nutmeg.  (If  too  thick,  thin  with  half- 
and-half.)

1 medium  eggplant 

4-5  cups  day-old  bread  cubes 

1 Tbsp  soy  sauce 

1 tsp  each  rosemary,  basil  and  paprika 
1/2  tsp  pepper 

2 Tbsp  vanilla 

1 Tbsp  almond  extract 


1 tsp  baking  powder 
1/4  tsp  salt 

2 eggs 

1/2-3/4  cup  milk 
1 medium  onion,  chopped 
1 cup  cheddar  cheese,  grated 
1 stick  butter 


Bake  eggplant,  whole,  on  a cookie  sheet  at  350  degrees  until  soft;  set  aside  to  cool. 

Toss  the  bread  cubes  in  a large  bowl  with  the  spices. 

Beat  the  eggs,  milk  and  soy  sauce  and  stir  gently  into  the  bread  cubes;  set  aside  to  soak. 

Saute  the  onion  in  butter  until  soft.  While  the  onion  is  cooking,  scrape  the  pulp  from 
the  eggplant  and  chop  it,  discarding  the  skins. 

Gently  mix  together  the  eggplant,  onion,  cheese  and  bread/milk  mixture.  Use  as  a stuff- 
ing or  bake  in  an  oiled  dish  at  350  degrees  for  about  45  minutes  until  puffed  and 
brown.

This  recipe  comes  from  Maharashtra,  India,  via  my  mother. 


1/2  cup  peanut  or  canola  oil  (or  less 
for  healthy) 

2-3  fresh  hot  green  chilies,  finely 
chopped 

4 medium  onions,  finely  chopped 
6 garlic  cloves,  finely  chopped 
3 ripe  tomatoes  (peeled  after  dropping 
into  boiling  water  for  15  seconds), 
finely  chopped 


6-8  oz.  (1  bag)  fresh  spinach,  cut 
crosswise  into  thin  strips 
2 tsp  salt 

2 tsp  garam  masala  (a  spice  that  can  be 
found  in  any  Indian  foodstuff  store,  such 
as  Bombay  Bazaar  on  Valencia,  near 
16th) 

Mozzarella  cheese  (optional) 


Heat  oil  in  large  pan  (a  wok  is  good).  When  very  hot,  add  the  chilies,  onions  and  garlic. 
Stir  fry  until  onions  turn  medium  brown.  Add  the  tomatoes  and  stir  fry  for  2 minutes. 

Add  the  spinach  and  salt.  Stir,  cover  and  cook  slowly  for  25  minutes. 


Stir  in  the  garam  masala  and  cook  uncovered  for  5-6  minutes,  or  until  no  liquid  is  left 
in  bottom  of  pan.  You  can  add  chopped  or  shredded  mozzarella  cheese  to  the  spinach/ 
tomato  mixture  if  you  like.

You’ve  stuffed  your  turkey  and  know  how  much  time  (and  at  what  temperature)  it 
will  spend  in  the  oven.  Here’s  a dandy  way  to  make  sure  it  emerges  with  a glorious 
color  and  plenty  of  thin  but  flavorful  gravy  that  won’t  need  much  fussing  with  at  the 
last  minute. 

Rub  the  bird  lavishly  with  a paste  made  of: 

4 Tbsp  oil  (veg,  olive,  or  melted  butter/marg) 

4 tsp  salt  (less  maybe?) 

2 tsp  paprika 

Add  2 glasses  of  water  to  roasting  pan,  and  place  in  preheated  oven.  Check  occasionally 
and  spoon  pan  juices  over  bird.  When  turkey  is  about  half  done,  pour  over  bird: 

1 cup  heated  (not  boiled!)  white  wine 

Continue  checking  and  basting.  During  last  hour  of  roasting,  cover  with  a tent  of  alu- 
minum foil.  After  bird  is  declared  done  and  removed  from  oven,  let  it  rest  for  15  min- 
utes or  more  before  carving.

4 sweet  potatoes  (each  about  8 oz.) 
1/2  cup  packed  brown  sugar 
6 Tbsp  unsalted  butter,  melted 
2 eggs,  lightly  beaten 
2 Tbsp  orange  juice  concentrate 


C&Kvet  Potatoes 

Fran  Cullen 
Texas  Street 

2 Tbsp  grated  orange  zest 
2 tsp  salt 

1/2  cup  tsp  pepper 
1/2  cup  pecan  halves 


Preheat  oven  to  400  degrees.  Pierce  potatoes  with  fork.  Bake  about  35  minutes  or  until 
tender.  Cool  potatoes  slightly,  cut  in  half,  and  scoop  the  pulp  into  a medium  size  bowl. 


Reduce  heat  to  350.  Add  1/4  cup  of  the  sugar,  4 Tbsp  of  the  butter,  eggs,  orange 
concentrate,  zest,  salt  and  pepper.  Beat  with  a mixer  until  smooth. 


Transfer  to  a 2-quart  baking  dish.  Arrange  the  pecans  on  top  in  a Christmas  wreath 
or  tree  design.  Sprinkle  with  the  remaining  sugar,  and  drizzle  the  remaining  butter 
over  all. 


Bake  about  20-30  minutes  or  until  hot.  Broil  for  30  seconds  to  brown  and  serve 
immediately.  (The  potatoes  could  be  made  a day  ahead  and  refrigerated,  but  place 
the  pecan  topping  on  immediately  before  reheating.)

Adobo,  made  with  either  pork  or  chicken,  is  a national  staple  in  the  Phillipines. 

2 lbs  pork,  cut  into  1-1/2  inch  cubes  1/4  ground  black  pepper 

1/4  cup  vinegar  2 cups  water 

1/2  cup  soy  sauce  1/4  tsp  MSG  (optional 

6 cloves  garlic,  minced 

Marinate  the  pork  pieces  in  vinegar,  soy  sauce,  garlic  and  pepper  for  at  least  1 hour.  (For 
a more  flavorful  dish,  marinate  overnight  inside  the  refrigerator.) 

Place  pork  in  a saucepot,  together  with  the  marinade.  Add  the  water  and  MSG.  Cook 
uncovered  until  water  comes  to  a boil  (at  least  5 minutes). 

Cover  pot  and  lower  flame  to  medium.  Cook  until  pork  is  tender  — this  will  take  at 
least  40  minutes. 

Pork  pieces  may  be  fried  after  cooking,  then  returned  to  the  sauce.

The  filling  can  be  either  sweet  or  savory.  You’ll  need  about  3 cups. 


Sweet  filling: 

applesauce  (for  example),  spice  with  nut- 
meg and  ginger 

The  erfipes: 

1 cup  flour,  sifted  with  either  1/2  tsp  salt 
(for  savory)  or  1/2  tsp  sugar  (for  sweet) 
3-4  eggs  well  beaten  with  rind  of 
1 lemon 


Savory  filling: 

chopped  cooked  meat  (beef,  chicken,  sau- 
sage), seasoned  with  basil,  oregano,  etc. 

1 cup  milk 

1/2  cup  light  cream 

1/2  lb  sweet  butter,  melted.  Add  1 tsp  to 
batter,  reserve  rest  for  frying  the  flentjes. 


Whisk  the  crepe  ingredients  all  together  thoroughly  until  smooth  and  the  consistency 
of  heavy  cream.  Let  rest  at  least  an  hour. 

Heat  a six-inch  skillet  and  brush  with  melted  butter.  Stir  the  batter  well  and  pour  1-1/2 
Tbsps  into  the  skillet,  and  quickly  tilt  from  side  to  sideto  distribute  the  batter  evenly. 
Brown  one  side  only  and  flip,  unbrowned  side  down,  to  a warm  platter. 

Butter  the  skillet  for  each  crepe  and  brown  quickly  until  all  the  batter  is  used.  There 
should  be  12-14  thin  flentjes. 

Fill  the  browned  side  with  1 or  2 Tbsps  of  filling  and  roll  the  crepe  into  a cylinder.  Set 
the  cylinders  side  by  side  in  a buttered  shallow  baking  pan. 

If  the  filling  is  sweet,  sprinkle  the  flentjes  with  sugar,  flavored  with  cinnamon  or  ginger. 
If  the  filling  is  savory,  sprinkle  with  grated  cheese.  Bake  in  a 350-degree  oven  for  15-20 
minutes  or  until  the  flentjes  are  bubbly  and  brown. 


oMable-OMustard  Vinaigrette 
(St  Qd&asting  Qfbauce)

This  vinaigrette  can  be  tossed  with  greens  or  used  to  baste  grilled  pork,  chicken,  or 
steak.  The  recipe  makes  2 cups  and  keeps  well  in  the  refrigerator. 


1/3  cup  cider  vinegar 
3 cloves  garlic,  peeled  and  crushed 
2 shallots,  peeled  and  diced 
1 tsp  freshly  ground  pepper 


1 Tbsp  smooth  Dijon  mustard 
1 Tbsp  coarse  mustard 
2/3  cup  maple  syrup 
1 cup  light  olive  oil  or  canola  oil 


Place  all  ingredients  except  the  oil  in  a blender.  Blend  on  high  and  then  pour  in  the  oil 
and  process  until  thick.

Marti  Sousanis,  a San  Francisco  cookbook  author,  introduced  me  to  this  chutney 
years  ago  during  a series  of  fabulous  cooking  classes  she  used  to  teach.  I always 
double  the  recipe  — I buy  at  least  6 bags  of  cranberries  each  season  and  freeze  them 
in  order  to  have  the  essential  ingredient  on  hand  the  year  around.  Its  good  with  or 
on  almost  everything. 


In  a large  pot,  simmer  together  for  5 minutes: 


1-1/2  cups  water 

1- 1/2  cups  sugar 

1/2  cup  apple  cider  vinegar 
3/4  cup  onion,  chopped 

2- 4  garlic  cloves  chopped 


2 tsps  cinnamon 
1 tsp  cayenne 
1/2  tsp  salt 
16  whole  cloves 


Add: 

1 12-oz.  bag  cranberries  (frozen  OK)  1 cup  pitted  dates,  chopped 

1 cup  preserved/crystalized  ginger,  chopped  1/2  cup  light  brown  sugar 
1 cup  raisins 


Simmer  all  together  until  berries  are  popped.  Squish  them  against  the  side  of  the  pot 
from  time  to  time  to  speed  them  along.  Cool.  Put  into  jars  (with  lids)  and  refrigerate.

Potato  latkes  are  the  classic  treat  for  Chanukah.  They  are  delicious  when  topped  with 
either  applesauce  or  sour  cream,  or  both. 

5 large  Idaho  potatoes  4 eggs 

salt  & pepper  to  taste  pinch  of  baking  powder 

1 large  onion  1/3  cup  of  matzo  meal 

oil  for  frying 

Grate  potatoes  and  drain  off  liquid.  Grate  onion. 

Separate  eggs  and  whip  whites  until  they  form  soft  peaks. 

Add  onion  and  yolks  to  potatoes.  Add  matzo  meal.  Fold  in  egg  whites.  Add  salt,  pep- 
per and  baking  powder. 

Heat  oil  in  frying  pan,  then  add  pancake  mixture,  one  heaping  tablespoonful  at  a 
time.  Turn  when  golden  brown  and  remove  when  done.  Drain  on  paper  towels.

There’s  an  old  Southern  tradition  that  says  if  you  have  black-eyed  peas  on  New  Year’s 
Day  that  you  will  have  good  luck  all  year  long.  It’s  been  working  right  here  on  Potrero 
Hill  for  the  past  twenty  years  at  our  house,  when  we  invite  our  friends,  neighbors,  and 
family  over  for  their  good-luck  bowl.  We’ve  gone  from  one  pot  of  black-eyed  peas  to 
four  - two  hot-and-spicy  pots  (a  real  favorite);  a milder,  more  traditional,  ham-based 
one;  and  because  our  vegetarian  buddies  need  good  luck  too,  we  now  serve  a vegetarian 
version.  It’s  lots  of  good  fun  and  you  really  can’t  mess  it  up.  Just  be  creative  and  allow 
lots  of  time  for  the  peas  cook  slowly  so  they  thicken  with  all  the  flavors  you’ve  added. 

2 lbs  black-eyed  peas  2 cups  celery,  thinly  sliced 

1 lb  sausage  or  about  2 cups  ham  scraps  or  Garlic  cloves  to  taste  (we  like  lots  of  garlic!) 

1 ham  bone  (see  Note)  Parsley,  about  1/2  bunch,  chopped  fine 

2 medium  yellow  onions,  coarsely  chopped  Salt  and  pepper  to  taste 
1 large  green  bell  pepper,  coarsely  chopped 

Note:  Meat-based  and  hot-and-spicy  pots:  A traditional  pot  of  black-eyed  peas  uses  ham. 
My  mom  always  used  the  bone  or  leftovers  (in  Texas  we  called  them  scraps)  from  the 
Christmas  ham.  The  Hudiburgh/Zeidman  house  uses  the  wonderful  Aidell’s  sausages 
that  we  sell  at  The  Good  Life.  Their  Andouille  sausage  provides  a rich,  smoky  flavor  to 
the  stock;  I use  it  in  combination  with  ham  or  alone.  For  the  hot-and-spicy  pots  (which 
are  lower  in  fat),  use  Aidell’s  Chicken  and  Turkey  Sausage  with  Habanero  Peppers  or,  for 
a less  hot  but  still  spicy  and  flavorful  pot,  their  New  Mexico  Chicken  and  Turkey  Sau- 
sage. Add  some  Creole  flavoring  spices  or  red  pepper  flakes  to  really  jazz  things  up. 

Vegetarian  pots:  Use  vegetable  broth  instead  of  water  to  cook  the  peas.  You  will  also  need 
more  vegetables.  Add  a red  pepper  and/or  a yellow  or  orange  one,  and  2 or  3 good  sized 
carrots. 

On  December  31  before  you  go  out  (or  stay  in)  soak  your  peas.  Rinse  the  peas  in  a col- 
ander, put  in  a large  pot  with  enough  water  to  allow  for  expansion  and  let  sit  overnight. 
On  New  Year’s  Day,  rinse  the  peas  again,  return  to  the  pot  with  fresh  water  (if  you  wish, 
combine  some  chicken  or  vegetable  broth  with  the  water  - the  stock  will  taste  richer  but 
it  is  not  absolutely  necessary).  The  liquid  should  be  about  2 inches  higher  than  your 
soaked  peas.  Simmer  the  peas  on  a very  low  heat  and  prepare  your  vegetables  and  meat. 

Crumble  or  chop  the  sausages  and  ham  scraps  and  saut^  slowly.  Slice  the  celery,  and 
coarsely  chop  the  onions,  peppers,  and  celery  (and  carrots  for  the  vegetarian  version). 
Add  vegetables  to  the  pan  after  the  sausage  and/or  ham  starts  to  cook.  Continue 
sauteing  until  the  sausage  has  oozed  its  juices  and  vegetables  are  al  dente,  then  put  all  of 
this  in  your  pot  of  peas,  together  with  the  chopped  garlic  and  parsley.  Season  with  salt 
and  pepper  and  any  other  spices  that  excite  you.  Peas  should  cook  on  the  lowest  possible 
heat  until  they  are  tender  — anywhere  from  2 to  3 hours.  The  longer  they  cook,  the 
better  the  stock  becomes  because  the  peas  thicken  it  and  all  the  flavors  come  together. 

(A  ham  hock  goes  directly  into  the  pot  of  peas  to  begin  cooking  immediately.  The  peas 
take  longer  to  cook  with  a ham  hock  because  the  meat  has  to  cook  off  the  bone,  or  be 
tender  enough  to  easily  strip  off.) 

Oops!  So  you  forgot  to  soak  your  peas  overnight!  Don’t  fret.  There’s  a quick  way  to  get 
those  little  buggers  ready.  After  washing  thoroughly,  cover  the  peas  with  enough  water 
to  allow  for  expansion.  Bring  to  a boil  then  let  sit  for  an  hour.  Pour  off  this  liquid,  rinse 
your  peas,  add  fresh  water  and  you’re  off  and  ready  to  go  on  with  the  recipe. 
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Contracts  and  Three- 
Strikes-You’re-Out

Most  of  us  in  California  are  familiar 
with  the  3 strikes  (3X)  law,  but  if  not, 
here’s  a quick  reminder:  If  a person  has 
been  convicted  of  two  serious  or  violent 
felonies,  any  third  crime  will  make  them 
eligible  for  a life  sentence;  and  any  person 
convicted  of  one  serious  or  aggressive 
felony  and  then  convicted  of  another 
crime,  will  have  their  sentence  doubled. 

Currently,  California  has  thousands 
of  prisoners  serving  life  and/or  other 
lengthy  sentences  based  on  the  law,  and 
it’s  costing  a fortune.  Over  the  years 
opponents  of  this  law  have  tried  many 
tactics  to  change  the  law;  none  have  been 
successful. 

One  possible  tool  for  opponents  of 
the  law  to  use  may  be  contract  arguments. 
All  of  us  are  familiar  with  contracts,  we 
come  across  them  in  rental  leases,  a war- 
ranty on  goods  we  purchase,  and  verbal 
agreements  when  we  loan  or  borrow 
something  from  somebody  with  the 
understanding  it  will  be  paid  back. 

So,  how  do  contracts  relate  to  3X?  It 
turns  out  that  most  criminal  convictions 
obtained  by  district  attorneys  are,  in  fact, 
contracts.  About  83  percent  of  all  criminal 
convictions  are  plea  agreements:  the 
defendant  pleads  guilty  to  a lesser  charge 
instead  of  going  to  trial.  In  law,  plea 
agreements  are  considered  contracts. 

In  applying  the  3X  law,  prosecutors 
and  courts  have  made  no  distinction 
between  the  15  percent  of  prior  convic- 
tions obtained  through  trials,  or  the  85 
percent  obtained  through  plea  agree- 
ments, but  there  is  a distinction. 

When  pleading  guilty  in  California, 
defendants  are  advised  that  the  plea  can 


and  will  be  used  against  them  in  the 
future  if  they  re-offend  (commit  another 
crime),  and  they  must  agree  to  that  term 
for  their  plea  to  be  valid.  If  they  disagree 
by  refusing  to  sign  that  part  of  the  plea 
form,  or  by  objecting  to  the  future  use 
term,  then  they  are  not  allowed  to  plead. 

Prior  to  3X,  a person  pleading  guilty 
to  a serious  or  violent  felony  had  to  agree 
that  if  they  committed  another  crime  in 
the  future,  the  plea  they  were  pleading  to 
on  that  day  could  be  used  against  them  to 
increase  any  future  sentence  by  up  to  five 
years  if  they  re-offended. 

Now  that  the  3X  law  has  passed,  prior 
convictions  are  being  used  to  give  defen- 
dants life  sentences,  and  those  convicted 
of  second-strike  cases  are  getting  their 
sentences  doubled.  But  the  second  and 
third  strike  use  contradicts  the  terms  of 
their  contracts;  that  use  also  violates  the 
California  Constitution  which  prohibits 
the  passing  of  any  laws  that  impairs/ 
changes  contracts,  Article  I,  Section  9. 
That  doesn’t  mean  that  the  3X  law 
couldn’t  be  passed,  it  just  means  that  the 
law  is  not  applicable  in  cases  where  its  use 
would  violate  the  person’s  prior  plea 
agreement  (s). 

Inmates  convicted  of  3X  have  started 
to  raise  the  contract  argument  in  the 
appellate  courts.  One  such  case  is  cur- 
rently pending  before  California  Supreme 
Court,  in  re:  Anthony  Phillips,  Case 
#S1 18333. 

In  that  case  the  lower  courts  admitted 
that  Phillips  was  told  of  the  1-5  year 
increase  in  any  future  sentence  if  he  re- 
offended, but  concluded  that  that 
statement  by  the  court  was  only  the 
correct  law  of  the  time,  and  that  term  was 
not  part  of  a plea  and/or  a contract 


between  Phillips  and  the  State.  Phillips,  in 
an  amended  filing  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
provided  the  actual  contract  (plea)  form, 
and  the  future  use  term  is  on  the 
contractual  document  and  contradicts  the 
court’s  findings. 

Phillips  is  awaiting  a court  ruling. 

And  while  Phillips  waits  the  state  goes 
deeper  in  debt  from  supporting  policies 
that  haven’t  seemed  to  cut  the  crime  level, 
and  may  actually  be  illegal. 

Right  now  there  is  a ray  of  hope  in 
Sacramento  and  he  holds  the  office  of 
governor. 

Gov.  Schwarzenegger,  in  his  few  days 
in  office,  has  made  it  clear  that  it  won’t  be 
business  as  usual.  Schwarzeneggers 
solution  to  3X  may  not  be  to  abolish  and/ 
or  amend  it;  it  may  be  that  he  follows  the 
law  by  respecting  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tracts the  state  has  entered  into. 

In  taking  that  course  Gov.  Schwarze- 
negger could  get  the  state  out  of  part  of 
this  mess  it  calls  a correctional  system  — 
160,000+  inmates,  125,000  on  parole, 

5.6  billion  dollar  budget,  prison  guards 
earning  more  than  teachers,  no  money  to 
build  new  schools  but  somehow  money  or 
bonds  to  build  new  prisons. 

Something  to  think  about. 

La  Merle  Johnson  is  currently  incarcerated 
in  a California  state  prison.

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SF’s  Power 
Plant  Plans

meeting  at  Ciry  Hall,  the  Potrero  Power 
Plant  Task  Force  approved  by  a vote  of  5- 
1 a resolution  advising  the  SFPUC  that  it 
supported  efforts  to  secure  the  Mirant 
site,  but  only  under  certain  conditions. 

The  resolution  clarified  that  the  Task 
Force  did  not  endorse  siting  four  CTs  at 
Potrero,  and  it  called  for  the  SFPUC  to 
provide  the  Task  Force,  within  30  days, 
with  details  on  a range  of  plans  and  infor- 
mation, including:  a plan  for  monitoring 
air  quality  in  the  area  surrounding  the 
existing  Potrero  Plant;  a plan  for  local  air 
quality  offsets  covering  all  targeted  air 
pollution  emissions;  a proposed  draft 
mitigation  packaging  including  ongoing 
funding  levels  for  local  clean  air  efforts 
and  other  necessary  mitigation;  and  a pro- 
posal for  a Southeast  San  Francisco  Clean 
Air  Plan  that  would  result  in  improve- 
ments in  local  air  quality.  So  far,  the  city 
has  offered  the  local  community  only  the 


minimal  air  quality  offsets  required  by 
law,  and  no  details  on  mitigation. 

The  Power  Plant  Task  Force  is 
comprised  of  nine  local  citizens  who  have 
been  studying  the  Potrero  Power  Plant 
issue  for  more  than  two  years  (including 
this  reporter).  The  majority  of  members 
present  at  the  November  meeting  said  that 
due  to  the  excessive  burden  of  power  plant 
pollution  in  the  community,  they  could 
not  even  consider  endorsing  any  new 
power  plants  in  Potrero  without  first 
seeing  a healthy  mitigation  package  and 
plans  for  improving  local  air  quality. 

"We  need  to  find  a way  to  create  a 
cleaner  and  more  reliable  energy  future  for 
San  Francisco  without  dumping  more 
pollution  on  the  Potrero,”  said  Phillip 
DeAndrade,  chair  of  the  Task  Force.  “The 
city  has  done  some  good  things,  including 
helping  us  stop  Mirant.  But  now  they’re 
asking  us  to  accept  all  four  CTs  here  and 
we  haven’t  seen  even  a hint  of  mitigation 
despite  all  the  concerns  registered  by  the 
community  at  public  workshops.  The  city 
can’t  expect  our  full  support  until  we  get 
more  concrete  assurances  and  specific 
information  to  evaluate.”
